Prompt appointment of Herbert 
Hoover as food administrator and 
immediate operation under the legis- 
lation is expected to follow. 
In addition to its comprehensive 
provisions for’ contro) of food, fuel, 
fertilizer and farm equipment, the 
contro! bill carries drastic prohibi- 
tion features. Thirty days after it 
fe approved it will be unlawful to 
use foodstuffs in the manufacture 
of distilled beverages or to import 
distilled spirita for beverage pur- 
poses; and the President will be 
empowered to commandeer for mili- 
tary purposes distilled liquors now 
held in bond and to regulate or re- 
strict the use of foods in the manu- 
facture of wine and beer. 


THE FINAL VOTE. 


The final vote in the Senate was 
secured by unanimous agreement to 
dispose of the bill late today, and 
after four days’ discussion of the 
conference report. In addition to 
the seven Senators voting against 
the bill Senator Gore, chairman of 
the Senate Agriculture Committee, 
and Senator Sherman, Republican, 
were pai and did not vote. Both 
announced that, had they been at 
liberty to vote, they would have 
been registered In the negative. 
Of the absent and paired Senators 
announcement was made in behalf 
of virtually all that they favored 
the final draft.
